Adelaide clubs 
face disaster 


The popularity of top 
soccer in Adelaide is 
rapidly declining and 
unless something is done 
about it quickly, | predict 
that within three years th 
two PSL clubs, At 
City and West Adelaide 
may have to return to the 
local competition. 

There is no way they 
can survive within a 
budget of $250,000 
which is needed yearly 
to keép the clubs going. 

ls no secret that both 
clubs are having big 
financial troubles, and at 
this stage there is no 
‘sign of recovery. 

The clubs hope that 
gates will increase this 
coming season but even 
having dropped the en- 
trance fee to $3 and in- 
troducing the $5 family 
ticket, it's hard to 
imagine that this will be 
the solution. 

The signs are that 
support may drop even 
further if performances 
do not improve. 

To boost gates, both 
PSL clubs need to invest 
big money on promotion 
and | feel that the golden 
days of 1977 and 1978 
when the average crowd 
to a PSL match was 


nearly 10,000, may 
return. 

Both clubs should 
forget the big time 


promotion promises that 
all too frequently come 
from our Sydney 
headquarters and handle 
their own affairs. 

The so-called 
“americanisation” is 
useless unless a lot of 
money is available to 
spend on promotion.
